and finally ground into a Ccoirse pow- 
der. Suipments to England of pota- 
toes thus pre-erved have proved profit- 


wile, and a company has been formed 


in California to engage in the cultiva- 
tion, pressing and drying of potatoes. 
Ii is thouzht that a very active de- 
mand will spring up in Great Britain 
fur the dessicated potutoes. 

Nevada potatves are much superior 
to those grown in Calitornia, The 
«il in this State ix much better suited 
to the erowth of tubers of yoo:l qu sli- 
ty than is that of California. This 
new process of preserving the vegeta- 
blues fora foreign market may prove 
important to the agricultural intere-ts 
ot Nevad». The pressed, drid sud 
ground potato.s are reduced sv much 
in bulk and weight ti.at the cost of 
freight on the ground preparation is 
comparitively sight. The difference 
in qua.tiy between the California und 


the Nevada product should give ours 
the pr ference in the toreign market, 
and more than counterba ance the ex- 
p nse of getting their product to the 
seaboard, which the Nevada farmers 
wou'd have to bear. The invention 
the process for preserving fruit by 
drying has given the orcharvi-ts of 
Oregon the markets of the world for 
their fruit. In a similar way, this 
new process for drying and preserving 
potat u- may prove a source of wealth 
and prosperity to tl is Stute.

Knows „ tale 8.

The locust. scourge of eastern Cali- 
fornix continues unabated. The whole- 
wale destruction of crops so painfully 
exhibited in Sierra Valley for three 
years past is repeated in part this sea- 
son, and also extended over a large areu 
of country nor h and south. Nearly all 
the valleys flanking the Sierra on the 
east, uud extending from Modvc county 
to Mono, are more or lese afflicted, and 
contiguous regions ure frightfully men- 
aced. 

The importance of the subject im- 
pelea the writer to visit the locality in 
August last and make a careful exumi— 
matiou. Arrived at Reno, the wildest 
stories were told of the insect plague, 
and various conflicting theories were 
advanced as to the laws governing its 
present appearance and its future des- 
tiny. Citizens kindly aided in getting 
about the country and in prosecuting 
research. 

We drove -over the famous alfalfa 
fields of Truckee Meadows, ut once the 
principal agricultural wealth of Nevada 
and the prophecy of its future, to find 
many of the wide-stretcbing fields shorn 
of every green leaf, not by the usual 
noisy mowing machine, but by millious 
of imported, sileut, devouring iusects. 
The extent of the destruction can be 
mppreciated when we consider that the 
auuunl yield of alfalfa for this one val- 
ley is 20,000 to 23,000 tons. This year, 
though a fine one, owing to abundant 
snow last Winter, the crop will ‘not ex- 
ceed 15,000 tons. At $7 per tun for 
standing crops, the loss exceeds $50,- 
CO). In Sierra Valley last year the loss 
wes $150,000, and for the three years of 
the scourge it was over $272,000, The 
present year's loss is not yet estimated, 
bat it will be much less than formerly, 
owing to the marked diminution of lo- 

“eriate in the forth end of the valley— 
the part first attacked—and, happily, 
wheie the iusect first disappears. 

Tidings from reliable persons show 


thet the locusts are abundant on the 
bottom lands of Pitt river, and are bus- 
ily depositing eggs thereagaiv. In cer- 
tain lovalities reported all along the ro- 
gion mentioned, egg-depositing is going 
ou at a rute that is sufficient to menace 
with heavy loss the whole Pacific coast, 
provided it is found that the present 
scourge is composed of species of lo- 
custs that are migratory iu their habits 
—and such is the painful fact. 

This is no idle statement, criminaily 
uttered to create alarm, but sadly true, 
as-the specimens collected clearly prove. 

Upon careful examination with pow- 
eiu, nilcroscopes, and critical com- 
. with authenticated specimens 
from the interior, the scourge this vear 
is not alone caused by the (dipoda 
atrox, or Atrocious Locust, a com- 
paratively innocent species, but he is 
now reinforced by at least two species 
of the wotorious and tergible migratory 
locusts of the interior, but, happily, 
fomed too short-winged for extended 


flight. 


These species belong to one family 


and are the ‘‘Red-legged Locusts’’ 
(Caloptenus femursubrnm), so call d 
from the usual color of its bind shanks, 
and the Lesser Locust’’ (Caloptenus 
atlantis), so named from its small size— 
abuut turee fourths of an inch long. 
These two species, with the Hated 
Locust’’ (Caloptenus spretus), called 


Rocky Mountain or Hated Locust-(Cal- 
optenus Spretus. ) 


also the ‘‘Rocky Mountain Locust,’’ 
from its place or origin, constitute the 
great scourge of the interior. The last 
mentioned is the wost numerous, and is 
privcipally responsible for the appalling 
visitation during the years 1873 to 1877, 
when the damage is calculated at the 
enormous sum of $200.000,009, nearly 
equal to the total obliteration of Sun 
Francisco with its amassed wealth of 
$217 .000,000. 

The raids of this species have not 
‘been authoritatively reported as extend- 
ing towards the Pacific Coust nearer 
than the sink of the Humboldt river in 
fh State of Nevada, but Professor 
"luomas, in a late letter to the writer, 
deci»res his opinion that the Spretus, 
or Hated Lotus, has aided in the 
asi ucpredations in Culifornia, despite 
all evidence to the contrary, and his 
suspicion seems to be corroborated by 
the late discovery, August 22d, at 
Franktown, between Revo and Curson, 
of severul specimens of a locust sav- 
agely ut work, and resembling, if not 
identical with the notorions Spretus. 

Be this as it may, the other two ma- 
rauders are certainly here at work, and, 
combined with the damage by the local 
goourge, the ‘‘Atrocious Locust,’’ the 
destruction of crops in certain localities 
goes y on. 

THE MABAUDERS DESCRIBED. 


These facts should render interesting 


neects; 

First, what are locuats proper? Nega- 
tively they are not what are often called 
xuch—the note, big-headed harvest 
flies culled 17-year locusta’’ at the 
Eust. These are a apecies of Cicada re- 
sembling a large horse fly, but u aking 
a shrill, rythmiecal noise with its wings 
and only injuring trees by piercing the 
young parts with their long, hard beak 
and sucking the sap. Neither are lo- 
eusts to be confounded with crickets, 
the males of which make a gentle *‘chir- 


ruping’’ sound, and the females are 


provided with along, hard scabbard or 
ovipusitor, witu which she pierces the 
earth und down through which she de- 
posits her eggs. 

True locusts, or grasshoppers, are 
insects af the straight-wing order (Or- 
thoptera). They have a large head, 
short and stuut feelers (antenne), 
mouth furnished with strong sidewise 
moving jaws, and long, strong hind 
legs. The female abdomen terminates 
ia four short horn-like organs arranged 
in pairs, one moving outward and vp. 
ward, the other pair outward and down- 
ward when drilling holes in the carth 
for her eggs. The abdomen of the wale 
rounds upward at the end like the prow 
of a boat. 

Locusts are divided into many groups, 
comprising hundreds of genera and 
thonsands of species differing from 
exch other, chiefly by microscopic 
characters, but for the purposes of this 
article it is only necessury to disting- 
nish thetwo genera concerned in the 
present California invasion. 


CALOPTENUS (CLEARWINGS). 


The members of this large genns may 
be xt once known by the presence of a 
curious spine or blunt thorn, like a yel- 
low awl-point, which they bear under the 
neck, between the fore legs; also the 
males have the last abdominal segment 
greatly enlarged us well as upturned. 
There are 29 species in the United States 
Unt three of which are found ou the 
Pacific Coast, the ‘‘Hated Locusts’’ 
(C. spretus), the ‘“*Red-leg’’ (C. femur- 
rnbrum), and the ‘‘Lesser’’ (C. At- 
lanis). | 

All of these are migratory, terribly 
destructive, and are known to have 
caused the great damage to the interior 
—and are suspected of aiding in the 
great invasion of 1838 and 1855, on the 
Pacific Coast. 

The ‘*Hated Locust’’ is usually 1% to 
1% inches long, ofa reddish brown 
color, with darker spots on body and 
wings. The long wings, on which it 
depends for ita long flights of some- 
times a thousand miles, extend a qnar- 
ter of aninch beyond the body. The 
tip of the male abdomen is distinctly 
noticed, 


Red-Legged Locust-(Caloptenus femur- 
rubruw. ) 


The Red-leg' is shorter, while of 
the same thickness,generally of a durker 
hue, while the apex of the male ubdo- 
men is truncate, as if cut squarely off. 


Lesser Locust — Caloptenus atlantis.) 


The Lesser“ is much smaller than 
the others, of brighter, contrasting gray 
and olive colors, und with a white line 
passirg diagonally from the base of the 
wing down to the hind thigh, 


C2DIPODA (BIG-LEGS), 


This is a smaller genus usually 
non-migratory and a harwless locust. 
But one species has, for some mysteri- 
ous reason, become wiyratory in Cali- 


| fornia to the extent of a few miles an- 


nually, and is then very destructive. 
This genus is without the curious spine 
under the neck, having a round Adam’s 
apple instead, and the male abdomen is 
not enlarged, but tapers to a point. 
The principal species of the genus—the 
one with which we are concerned, is 
called the ‘‘Atrocious locust. 


California Atrocious Locust—(Clipoda 
atrox). 


The females are about an inch anda 
quarter lung, of a light gray or grayish 
yellow color; the males a. qnarter 
shorter, and of a lighter yellowish or 
straw color. The males out-number 
the femules four or more to one, and 
are often mistaken for another species. 

The ‘‘Atrocions locust’’ is found 
normally scattered all over the country, 
but this coast seems to be its headquar- 
ters or habitat, where the conditions 
favor its permanent residence and tull 
development, and where from Santa 
Barbara aud Fresno to Sucramento and 
Shasta, loud complaints have often 
arisen of its swarming in immense num- 
bers and eating the crops.

LOCAL INVASION, 


Away back in the last centary locusts 
plagues were noted as occurring near 
San Francisco bay, and a dozen inva- 
sious are recorded, the most noted being 
in the year 1855, when the whole Sacra- 
wento Valley was wore or less devas- 
tuted, ; 

Au eye witness declares: ‘‘Abcut the 
middle of July locusts came from the 
south in immense uumbers and alight- 
ing va the fvothills, covered the sides 
in waltitudes, guawing the bark from 
the sbrubs, devouring the leaves and 
eating gruss und grain dowu to the 
root. ö 

A Swramento paper states: For 
about three hours iv the middle of the 
day the air to the heighth of 200 feet 
was literally thick with locnsts. A 
wholesale destruction was made of 
everything grecu in the neighborhood.” 

A Shasta paper notes ‘‘an immense 
flixat of locusts, most of them very 
high, followed by great destruction:

As stated, the Atrocious locust, wiuich 
is usually few in numbers and non-mi- 
Zrutory. has for three years past devas- 
tated Sierra Valley, and last year s nt 
coionies out to the south and west into 
Truckee Mendows aud the valleys of 
Tahoe lake, Donner, aud the high val- 
leys about the railrond pass, and this 
year they are swarming more or less 
over the whole reg.on. 

What ha» often been noticed at the 
E ist is seen here too—all the locusts of 
the region go on the war-path together, 
at least as far as the short wings of 
some of them will allow. It seems 
some favoring conditious of nature 
cause the rapid increase, and migrating 
and destructive eating are matters of 
necessity with them. So, here in all 
the afflicted region, locusts at some time 
of the yeur are found in vast numbers, 
and each devonrs his favorite food. 

First, the ‘*Atrocious’’ locust appears 
early in July and attacks grain and 
grass on the high and dry localities, 
though he oan, if pinched, relish rauk 
yrowths of swainp grass und tule, Later 
comes the bright little Lenser locust 
attucking the heavier plauts along the 
water courses and the garden vegetables. 
The Red-leg' brigind lastly pounces 
upon the shrubs and fruit trees, first 
devourivg the leaves, then the fruit and 
twigs. 

At Reno this season nnother large 
green locust, over two inches long. Is 
found following the bad example of the 
Caloptenus family (to which his long 
neck-spine allies him), in defoliating 
the fruit, shrubs and trees, being espec- 
inlly fond of roses and poplars, Also 
the ‘‘Coral-wing’’ grusshopper is seen 
trooping along with the gourmands, and 
the large, gray, loug-winged, but harn- 
less ‘*Clapper’’ locust follows lazily 
after. Still another, the large green- 
striped locust is too short-winged for 
flight at all, and wisely keeps to his 
eating of the umbellifer plants along 
the ditches, actually doing man a ser- 
vice by eating off the poison wild purs- 
nip, so fatal to cattle. 

FIGHT(NG THE SCOURGE. 


Man is almost at the mercy of these 
tiny insects, especially of the migrating 
locusts, that any fair day in Summer, 
may swoop down out of the sky in nuw- 
bers that defy resistance. But the local 
species, those that deposit eggs here 
may often be much reduced by vigilant 
and intelligent co-operation. 


Egg depositing and nest. 


When by chance the insects choose a 
place for egg-depositing that can he 
plowed, itis advisable to turn it over 
and bury the eggs deeply. If itis in 
grass land where plowing is not desir- 
able or not possible, yet where a harrow 
can be used, the eggs muy be stirred up 
aud caused to addle if a sharp harrow is 
employed, which at the same time does 
not injure the gruss roots. Aguiu, if 
the spot selected be rocky or brusby se 
that it cannot be cultivated, it may be 
enclosed by a fence, and then stock be 
turned in when the rain bas well soaked 
tLe ground so that by the treading of 
the animals eggs may be displaced 
and so spoiled. 

From the mass of plans and practices 
that lav been published for fighting 
the sc: urge, the following comes from 
one of the most emineut and practical 
farmers and naturalists in California, 
Elwood Cooper of Santa Barbara. His 
enemy was the atrox or atrocious lo- 
eurt’’ described, and which in 1877 in- 
fexted the coast regior from Point Con- 
ception to Santa Barbara: On my 
ranch of 2,000 acres the bed of egg de- 
posit did not amount to more than five 
or six acres. I marked these spots care- 
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Tue young atrox batch out in 
May aud feed until July before acqguir- 
ing wings, when they may rise and fly 
to other fields. It the young do not 
bateh aut in or near one's field, the 
harvest may be saved if fit to cut before 
Jaly 4th. Oi course, all second crops, 
with fruits and garden vegetables, are 
precarious where locusts are known to 
be in the region and may fly any day. 
Jn the Truckee Meadows this season the 
first crop of timothy and alfalfa was 
mostly suved, except where young lo- 
custs abounded, 


MOTHER NATURE'S CHECKS. 
One of the grandest laws of Nature ir 


that every animal, every plant, in time 


meetsa check, Even the slowest breed- 
ing aniwal would soon overrun the 
country, Were the counteracting influ- 
ences by any means removed, while the 
more prolific species would do so in an 
incredibly suort space of time. Mother 
Nature, alike kind to all and cruel to 
all, advancés her grand purposes, main- 
taining alike her myriads of species, 
each warring upon others and gaining 
temporary supremacy, succumbing only 
when in consequence of changed con- 
ditions, one species after another be- 
comes too wenk for its competitors, and 
is extinguished. 


When a graminivorous insect like the | 


locust becomes numerous, at once its 
eheinies—those that fatten. upon it— 
become abundant too, and invatiably 
they get the upper hand and reduce the 
pest to limits; hene a particular plant 
eacer may be frightfully destructive one 
year, and be scarcely heard of the next, 
being quietly checked by some nnseen 
fue. Itisa comfort ta know this and 
particularly to be assured that vo insect 
has more or flercer enemies than the 
locust. Something over fifty kinds of 
inxects that prey upon the locust have 
been described, incla-ling wasps as big 
as itself, and little parasite mites no 
larger than pinheads, but which, by 
their great numbers, speedily suck the 
blood und soon kill their host. 


THE DIGGER WASP. 
One of the most amusing scenes con- 


nected wtth the subject of locust ene- 
mies is that of the attack of the Digger 


A Locust enemy (Pompilus; species not 
determined) enlurged. 


Wasp, a species of Pompilus. Having 
seized a locust aid benumbed it by a 
quick thrust with its sting, he proceeds 
to drag it swiftly along the gronud, us- 
ing both legs und wings for the task, 
until a clean place is reached. The 
wasp selects a spot free from grass reots 
and commences digging a hole, swiftly 
scratching away the sand, frequently 
raising quite a dust, desisting ocension- 
ally to look after bis victim,evidently on 
the watch for body snatchers. When 
the pit is excavated tothe depth of an 
inch or more and of sufficient size to 
contain the locust, the latter is dragged 
to the edge ard tumbled in, projecting 
legs and other parts cut off, then all 
packed closely in the bottom. An egg 
is lastly placed in the body of the locust, 
when the earth is again scratched into 
the grave, and before the dust settles, 
away hurries the little wasp for another 
locust. 


THE RED, SILKY MITE. 


Chief among the parasitic enemies of 
the locust is the red, silky mite. It isa 
wonderful creature, appearing 80 di- 
verse at different stages of its existence 
as to huve received several widely dis- 
tinct names. Its history has at lust 
been cleared up and the name estab- 
lished Trombidium locustarum, In its 
larvo stuge this little mite, like a louse, 
attacks the locust, fastening upon its 
wings, legs or body, and draining its 
host of blood, becoming itself red and 
immensely swollen like an oblong 
bladder filled with blood. 


When gorged it falls to earth, there to

beautiful red, silky, x pider-like insect 
nbont one-qn: rter us large as a kernel 
of wheat. ‘These may be seen in some 
places so thick as to redden the ground, 
aud in Sierra Valley their presence was 
u sure guide to the loculity of egg de- 
posits. 

This curious little mite has been cred- 
ited with the routing or destruction of 
the spretus in the interior, in certain 
s-ctivos, and, what is very singular, of 
so affecting the instincts of the locust a

to prevent its progeny from invading 
a country where this valiant little en- 
ewy abounds.

THE LARGE WHITE GROB. 


Another enemy which has proved 
very destructive in Sierra Valley is the 
lurve of an insect whose fall-grown 
form was unknown until this Spriny. | 
The same lurve hus excited much in- 
terest in the interior by its effective on- 
slaught upon the eggs of locusts. It 
secks out « best of eggs. eats the con- 
tents of the whole nest, 24 to 32 eggs, 
one by one, pushes the shelis uside, 
while his own body, big and 
with the feast, fills the whole case, iq 
which condition he curls up and enters 
upon bis long Winter's nap. This dor- 
mant stage lasts till Spring, during 
which time the grub is about halt au 
inch long and one-fifth thick, being 
largest iu the middle aud tapering 
slightly towards its head and tail. Lu 
this State several specimens at different 
times have been sent to Professor Riley 
ut Washington, but he failed to perfect 
them iu his vivurium. However, the 
question has been solved this Spring in 
Sierra Valley. Some earth with aa 
ascertained number of this larve there- 
iu was carefully watched under glass. 
In July a beautiful litthe velvet-bodied 
Hy, a species of Pompilus appeared, 
having a long, black beak, with which 
it sucks nectar from flowers, to which it 
swiftly durts, then hovers above them 
like a humming bird while sipping the 
uectur. To the services of this grub 
ure the citizeus of the north end of 
Sierra Valley mainly indebted for un- 
touched crops the presept season, 
where for three years the locust hus 
rioted, but where last Fall its nests were 
soon emptied by this gourmand. 

The full-grown fiv was frequently 
noticed in the fields about Franktown 
and around Reno, in August, and no 
doubt here, as elsewhere over the in- 
terior, this little fly is the avenging 
Nemesis of the locust. 

Now in this brief discussivun of the 


locust scourge *hreatening Californix, I 
do not want to create needless alarm 
—allying myself thereby with the pre- 
dictors uf dire calamities next year, ow- 
ing to planetary peribelic n—but only to 
curefully give some unpleusant tacts 
concerning this terrible scourge as at 
present operating in certain sections, 
and to forewarn us to what it may be- 
come, agreeing with Patrick Henry that 
it is better to know the worst and to 
provide for it.
